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Special Collections at Chatham College

James Laughlin Memorial Library, Chatham College 


A small liberal arts women’s col- 
lege situated in a metropolitan area 
rarely appeals to a _ prospective 
donor as the appropriate depository 
for a collection of rare books or for 
other special collections. It is more 
likely and appropriate that the large 
institution, which has at its disposal 
the financial resources and space 
adequate for the proper housing 
and maintenance of a_ special li- 
brary as source materials for the 
purpose of research, should be the 
fortunate recipient of such a collec- 
tion. 

The small college, however, does 
at times receive valuable and signi- 
ficant gifts from its devoted alumni 
and friends. Chatham College 
(Pennsylvania Female College 1869- 
1890; Pennsylvania College — for 
Women 1890-1955), a close neigh- 
bor of large public and university 
libraries which can justly be proud 
of highly prized special collections, 
has received such gifts. It is the 
purpose of this article to mention 
a few of these which may be of 
general interest to librarians. 

In 1927 the library of Mrs. Char- 
les L. Taylor (Lilian Pitcairn, class 
of 1877) was presented to the col- 
lege. The library contained special 
and limited editions of the complete 
works of some 40 standard authors 
of the 19th century. The volumes 
are attractively bound in leather 
and add dignity and color to the 
Browsing Room, one wall of which 
was especially designed for this col- 
lection when the new library was 


erected in 1931-32. 


When the name of the college 
was changed to Chatham College 
in 1955, in honor of William Pitt, 
First Earl of Chatham, the library’s 





holdings pertaining to this distin- 
guished gentleman consisted of two 
biographies. By a diligent search of 
out-of-print items in dealers’ cata- 
logues the standard biographies 
were located and purchased, and 
this serious deficiency in the collec- 
tion has now to a considerable ex- 
tent been rectified. As is fitting, the 
library has purchased a few rare 
items which form a modest begin- 
ning of a collection which will be 
increased as funds become available. 
Among the items already  pur- 
chased, the following two may be 
of interest: 

The Speech of the Right Honour- 
able The Earl of Chatham in the 
House of Lords, London, 1775. This 
is the first edition of the famous 
speech in which Lord Chatham, 
who had strongly opposed taxation 
of the American Colonies, moved 
that an address be presented to the 
King beseeching “that immediate 
orders may be dispatched to Gen- 
eral Gage for remeving his Majesty’s 
Forces from the town of Boston.” 
The text varies considerably from 
that included in Genuine Abstracts 
from Two Speeches, 1779, which 
the college also possesses. 

ALS. From the Earl of Chatham 
to Joseph Turner, Oct. 3, 1773. Re- 
preduced in facsimile from the 
original manuscript in the posses- 
sion of the Master of Pembroke 
College. 

This letter, written by the Earl of 
Chatham fer the purpose of intro- 
ducing his son, William Pitt the 
Younger. to the Tutor, reveals the 
usual solicitude of the parents for 
their offspring who ventures forth 
for the first time from the sheltered 
life at home: “He is of a tendet 








age, and of a health not yet firm 
enough to be indulged, to the full, 
in the strong desire he has to ac- 
quire useful knowledge. An_ in- 
genious mind and docility of tem- 
per will, I know, render him com- 
formable to your discipline in all 
parts. Too young for the irregulari- 
ties of a man, I trust he will not, on 
the other hand, prove troublesome 
by the purile sallies of a boy. Such 
as he is, I am happy to place him 
at Pembroke; and I need not say, 
how much of his parents’ hearts 
goes along with him.” 


On the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the dedication of the James 
Laughlin Memorial Library, Febru- 
ary 7, 1957, the Board of Trustees 
of the college presented to the li- 
brary a facsimile edition of Chau- 
cer’s Canterbury Tales. Published 
in Manchester in 1911, this limited 
edition is a reproduction of the 
famous Ellesmere Chaucer. There 
are two volumes in folio, bound in 
buckram, and containing 477 peges 
of facsimile, with 71 pages illumi- 
nated in gold and colors and 15 
pages of manuscript and notes. The 
manuscript was written circa 1386 
and is now in the Huntington Li- 
brary. This facsimile is complete 
and, as far as is known, is the only 
copy in Pittsburgh. 

Last summer the library received 
from the estate of Mrs. Charles Mc- 
Knight (Eliza Cochrane Wilson, 
one of the five members of the 
graduating class of 1880) a miscel- 
laneous collection of 44 autographed 
letters, 3 signed documents, 3 manu- 
scripts, 3 engravings, and 6 books. 
Most of the letters are single items 
written by such eminent persons as 
the Bronte sisters, Robert Browning, 
Lewis Carroll, W. S. Gilbert, Na- 
poleon III, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
and Arthur Sullivan. There are 
five letters and one steel engraved 
portrait of Stevenson. The book- 
plate of the six books bears the in- 


scription: “From the Library of 
Robert Louis Stevenson at Vailima” 
and the signature of Isobel Strong, 
Stevenson’s step-daughter. 

The most valuable letter in the 
collection is one written by Steven- 
son to his mother, March 1, 1874, 
which tells of his new name. “Mme. 
Lassetsky has a theory that ‘Dum- 
barton Drums’ is an epitome of my 
character and talents. She plays it, 
and goes into ecstasies over it, tak 
ing everybody to witness that each 
note, as she plays it, is the moral of 
Berechino. Berechino is my stereo- 
type name in the world now. I am 
announced as M. Berechino; a Ger- 
man handmaiden came to the hotel 
the other night, asking for M. Bere- 
chino; said handmaiden supposing 
in good faith that such was my

name... 


But perhaps the collection of 
greatest interest to librarians is the 
William S. Pelletreau Collection of 
Greek and Latin classics, which was 
given to the college in 1920 by Mr. 
Pelletreau’s niece, Mrs. John Biddle 
Clark (Mary Mathews of the class 


Mr. Pelletreau (1840-1918), a 
lawyer, bibliophile, and author of 
several books on wills, genealogy 
and historic homes in New York 
City and Westchester County, was 
the brother of Miss Helen E. Pelle- 
treau, third president of the college 
(1880-1894). 

The collection consists of three 
hundred volumes, embracing texts 
in Latin and Greek, translations, 
grammars, indices, and _ critical 
works. Many of the volumes are 
modern works, others are rare old 
editions whose monetary — value 
could be estimated only by the ex 
pert. Such is the Aldine edition of 
Homer’s Ilias 1517 and the Alexan 
der of Lycophron edited by Paulus 
Stephanus 1601. 


Many of the works are bound in 
old sheep or in vellum and _ their 
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value is enhanced by engravings. 
Diogenes Laertius’ Lives of the Phi- 
losophers, for example, contains por- 
traits of twenty-six famous sages. 

The three items described below 
are among the most valuable in the 
collection: 

Homer’s Ilias. Printed in Venice 
at the famous Aldine Press in 1517. 
Greek text bound in vellum. A fly 
leaf shows the Aldine device of the 
dolphin and anchor. The face is by 
Manutius Ladus who owned the 
press at this date. The 1517 Aldine 
llias is rarer than the 1504 edition 
and more accurate, according to 
Goldschmid’s bibliographical sketch 
of the Aldine Press. 

Aesop’s Fables. Printed in Lyon, 
1614. Illustrated with woodcuts 
and bound in vellum. Both Greek 
and Latin text. 

The Alexandra (Cassandra) of 
Lycophron, published by the Esti- 
enne press in Paris and Geneva, 
1601. The commentaries of Isaac 
Tzetzes are considered to be of more 
value than the poem itself. This 
edition has a Latin version and 
notes by William Canter. The 
famous Estienne press device, which 
appears on the title page, was first 
used by Robert Estienne, 1503-1559. 
It represents a man plucking olives, 
with the motto Noli altum sapere. 

At the time this collection was 
presented to the college (1920) 
Latin and Greek were still consid- 
ered important subjects in the cur- 
riculum. The catalog of 1920-21 
lists 7 courses in each. The college 
was fortunate in having two fine 
teachers and scholars in the classic 
languages, Miss Laura C. Green 
and Miss Nita L. Butler, the latter 
having the reputation of being one 
of the leading archeologists in 
America. Interest in the classic 
languages, following the national 
trend, began to decline in the thir- 
ties and by the early forties had al- 
most disappeared. Although 
courses in both languages have been 


announced each year, there have 
been no students enrolled for the 
past ten years. This year a class 
was organized for five students who 
had had good high school prepara- 
tion in Latin and who wished to 
continue this study. We sincerely 
hope that this is the beginning of a 
revival of interest in ancient lan- 
guages and culture. 


Audio-Visual Center 
The film library at Chatham 


College is one of the largest educa- 
tional libraries in Pennsylvania. 
There are approximately 2700 films 
and filmstrips covering every sub- 
ject area at all grade levels. Cata- 
logs are available on request. 


Films and filmstrips are rented to 
schools, colleges, churches, clubs, 
and various organizations, as well as 
to individuals for home use. Films 
are circulated throughout the Tri- 
State area. The Center has a mod- 
ern adjoining projection room in 
which films can be previewed by 
borrowers and faculty members. _ 
Projectures, opaques, tapes, records, 
and record players are available as 
are the films to members of the 
College at no charge to the depart- 
ments. 

The library is self-supporting and 
is completing its twentieth year.

Operation Library proved a gen- 
uine challenge to the Jaycee chap- 
ters throughout Pennsylvania, as I’m 
sure it did for those throughout the 
United States. In Pennsylvania we 
made it our number one internal 
program, and it was received with 
more enthusiasm than any other in- 
ternal program had been for many 
years. Of course, why shouldn’t it 
be? What other group of our popu- 
lation should be more concerned 
with reading and the education of 
children than the young men whose 
children are benefiting frem_ th‘s 
program? I’m proud to announce 
that one-fourth of the chapters 
worked actively on some phase of 
Operation Library. 


It was extremely interesting to 
watch the approach of the various 
chapters since they were on their 
own. We did offer them many sug- 
gestions and _ provided literature 
through our State Chairman, Joseph 
Myers. We conducted a forum at 
our Fall Conference in Uniontown, 
but it wasn’t until National Library 
Week that some chapters started 
rolling. We devoted several issues 
of our State publication, Future, to 
articles on Operation Library and 
wrote personal letters to each chap- 
ter president, as well as to every 
delegate represented at the Pennsyl- 
vania Library Association Confer- 
ence in Bedford Springs. These let- 
ters produced results, because they 
established contact between the two 
groups for the first time in many 
cases. As State President I was in- 
vited to address many library groups 
and found it most stimulating. 

I would like to enumerate the 
many ways in which Jaycee chapters 
entered this program and I am sure 





you will feel as proud of them as I 
do after reading about some of the 
activities. So that proper credit is 
given, I would like to name names, 
even though it is a dangerous thing 
to do. Many chapters which were 
active have not sent in complete re- 
ports as yet, but you can be sure 
Operation Library will be a con- 
tinuing program in the Junior 
Chamber cf Commerce. 


One of the most gratifying results 
was the establishment of a commu- 
nity library in Grove City. Al- 
though there is a fine college library 
with facilities open to the public, 
the Jaycees felt that the community 
should have a library of its own. A 
few of the leading citizens thought 
that this was not necessary, but were 
quick to change their minds when 
they saw the obvious results of the 
program. Not only does Grove City 
have a community library now, but 
they are already dickering for larger 
quarters. The children have literal- 
ly taken every book from the 
shelves, and the citizens have rallied 
to the cause and started a cash and 
book contribution. You have only 
to see the gleam in the eyes of chil- 
dren as they pick their favorite 
books to realize the true value of 
this effort. 


In my home town of Hanover 
an idea was born which eventually 
resulted in the redecoration of the 
entire interior of the library. Be- 
cause the interior had not been 
painted for approximately twenty- 
five years, the Jaycees thought this 
would be a good place to start. Paint 
was donated and Jaycee labor was 
utilized. The two children’s rooms 
on the mezzanine were painted, 
leaving the rest of the interior as it 
















was. When the public saw the con- 
trast, they called it to the attention 
of the borough council, who in turn 
provided for the eventual repainting 
of the entire interior. Here again, 
an idea well-timed produced effec- 
tive results. 


Although the Norristown Jaycees 
were unsuccessful in their attempt 
to have a tax mill increase passed 
by the voters, they aroused so much 
comment that some results will be 
produced in the future. the Jaycees 
of Bedford took a novel approach. 
They collected books and sent them 
to the Public Library of Basra, Iraq. 
Aware of the growing influence of 
the United States in the Middle 
East, they felt they could do a little 
to further our interests in that area. 
Scranton Jaycees collected over 
$500 toward the new bookmobile. 
Tamaqua Jaycees, one of the origi- 
nal chapters to come to the aid of 
their library, were solely responsible 
for obtaining new quarters for their 
library and used their own man- 
power to lay floors, paint, renovate, 
and put the library in presentable 
condition. They received National 
recognition in our publication for 
their outstanding effort. Bethlehem 
is working on a two-fold program: 
the establishment of a lending li- 
brary of classical LP records and the 
procurement of a bookmobile to 
serve outlying areas. Hummels- 
town Jaycees were asked to do all 
the light maintenance work at the 
library and to build needed book 
shelves. Pottsville Jaycees surveyed 
the needs of their library with the 
chief librarian, then put a new chil- 
dren’s section on the upper floor, 
releasing the present space for more 
adult’s activities. The Shamokin 
Jaycees co-sponsored a public auc- 
tion to raise funds to keep the li- 
brary open. More than $2000 was 


raised. They repainted a huge neon 


sign which hung outside the library 
and obtained additional funds from 
an Aunt Jemima Pancake Festival.

Gettysburg Jaycees have volun- 
teered to sandblast the exterior of 
the Adams County Free Library and 
have provided a new sign for the 
exterior which gives the hours the 
library is open. Ellwood City Jay- 
cees are encouraging the school dis- 
trict to provide an additional $1500 
for the library. The Hazleton Jay- 
cees armed themselves with paint 
brushes and did a complete job in 
the interior. They are also estab. 
lishing book collection boxes in vari- 
ous parts of the city. In Lansdale 
the Jaycees volunteered to move all 
of the physical properties of the old 
library into the new one. The AL 
legheny Valley Jaycees are explor- 
ing the possibility of creating a new 
community library. Perhaps the 
largest obligation was taken on by 
the Canonsburg Jaycees. They have 
purchased a building and are con- 
verting it into a community library. 
The estimated obligation is for $30,- 
000. This is quite an ambitious 
program since these Jaycees must 
work quite hard and long before 
realizing an amount like that. The 
Conshohocken Jaycees sponsored 
the showing of a first run feature 
length motion picture, “Miracle of 
Marcelino,” with the proceeds go- 
ing to the library. 


Many of the other chapters pro- 
moted a full Operation Library pro- 
gram during National Library Week. 
Not only did they promote it as a 
week-long celebration but in some 
cases made a month’s activities of it. 
Extensive publicity programs by the 
Warren and Erie Jaycees helped 
their communities a great deal. 


It is necessary to omit many of 
the fine jobs being done by the other 
Jaycee chapters because of lack of 
space, but it should be gratifying to 
all parents in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to know that young 
men, 21 to 35, are vitally concerned 
with the future of their children. 
This program will never die because 
of the spark that will always remain 
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in the children who benefited from 
the library services. I speak for all 
of the Jaycees when I say we are 
proud to be a part of a movement 
as wonderful and far-reaching as 
Operation Library.

Atlantic Regional Conference 


A new approach to library meet- 
ings will be tried out next fall at 
the forthcoming Middle Atlantic 
Regional Library Conference to be 
held at the Ambassador Hotel, At- 
lantic City, October 2-4, 1958. 


With the theme of “Begin with 
Books” to motivate the entire con- 
ference, all meetings, discussions 
and panels will be devoted to books 
as a librarian’s basic tools in trade. 


Justice William O. Douglas, Lu- 
cille Morsch, John Ciardi, poetry 
editor of the Saturday Review; and 
Dr. Lowell Martin, dean of the 
Rutgers Library School, will be 
among the keynote speakers. Topics 
will range from promoting interna- 
tional understanding through books 
to “The Question of Modern 
Poetry” and “Books for Exurbia, 
Suburbia and Interurbia.” 

In addition special ‘“Conversa- 
tion Corners” will be setup during 
the three-day conference with spe- 
cial interests being assigned lounge 
areas where hostesses will be on 
hand to spark discussion groups for 
Public Libraries, Young Adults, 
Trustees, College and Universities, 
etc. 

The conference is planned to re- 
place the annual fall meetings of 
the six Middle Atlantic state library 
associations, including New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware, 
the District of Columbia and West 
Virginia. One morning during the 
conference will be kept free for in- 
dividual state association business 
meetings.

Reports from 150 of Pennsyl- 
vania’s 353 libraries reveal that li- 
brarians, Friends of the Library 
groups, Jaycees, and assorted book- 
lovers cooperated to make the first 
National Library Week observance 
a success in Pennsylvania. 

More than 900 stories appeared 
in 161 newspapers having a total 
circulation of four million; twenty 
television stations and_ sixty-four 
radio stations contributed thousands 
of dollars worth of air time in spot 
announcements and one minute 
films urging people to “Wake Up 
and Read.” Governor George M. 
Leader and Alfred M. Greenfield, 
Chairman of the Pennsylvania 
Committee, made a short television 
film which appeared many times on 
Pennsylvania’s TV stations. 

On the local level, more than 
500 citizens served on various com- 
mittees, aided in making 750 dis- 
plays in store windows and other 
places outside the library. Hun-

dreds of schools carried out Na- 
tional Library Week programs in 
every part of the state, and local |i- 
brarians passed out to their patrons 
more than 30,000 posters, book- 
marks, letters, cards, and other 
materials. 

Virtually all libraries reported 
very favorable results from the 
Week’s activities and many report- 
ed increases in circulation and a 
heightened interest on the part of 
many citizens. 

In the opinion of Mr. Ralph Blas- 
ingame, State Librarian, the ap- 
pointment of the Governor’s Com- 
mission on Public Library Develop- 
ment was a direct result, and doubt- 
less the most important result, of 
National Library Week in Pennsyl- 
vania.

Governor Appoints Twenty-five Member Commission 
to Study Pennsylvania Libraries 


Governor George M. Leader has 
announced the appointment of a 
twenty-five member commission on 
public library development in Penn- 
sylvania. “The need for such an ad- 
visory body has long been recog- 
nized,” said the Governor, “and re- 
cent events make it clear that the 
need has now become urgent.” The 
Governor referred to the conditions 
which have been revealed by the 
extensive survey of Pennsylvania li- 
braries which is now underway. 
Pennsylvania was found to rank 
very low in per capita support of its 
libraries, in its total book stock, and 
in library services generally. 

“The new commission,” the Gov- 
ernor added, “will be charged with 
the responsibility of investigating 
the current state of library develop- 
ment and making recommendations 
to my office and to the next General 
Assembly. I have called the first 


meeting for June 19th in Philadel- 
phia.” 





In pursuing its work, the commis- 
sion will consult available studies on 
the condition of library service in 
Pennsylvania. It is empowered to 
hold hearings, to examine existing 
library laws, and to recommend 
steps which it feels should be taken 
in order to insure a stable and grow- 
ing library program in our State. 

The report and the recommenda- 
tions of the commission will be pre- 
sented to the Governor prior to the 
1959 session of the General Assem- 
bly. The complete report will be 
made available to the public. 

Albert M. Greenfield, president 
of the Bankers Securities Corpora- 
tion of Philadelphia, will serve as 
chairman of the new agency; Mrs. 
Leland Hazard, prominent civic 
leader in Pittsburgh, will serve as 
vice-chairman. Men and women, 
representing many segments of busi- 
ness, cultural, and educational life 
in Pennsylvania, have agreed to 
serve on the committee for an in- 
definite term. 











The study of Pennsylvania librar- 
ies sponsored by the Pennsylvania 
State Library is entering the final 
two months. A report proposing a 
statewide program, with particular 
reference to rural library service, is 
due by summer. 

Thanks to the cooperation of 
Pennsylvania librarians, this study 
will have an unusually thorough 
basis in factual information. Despite 
the fact that the basic question- 
naire used could take a prize for 
length and complexity, 89 percent 
of the public libraries returned it 
with information, and the return 
from college and special libraries 
was equally good. Information 
about school libraries is being pulled 
together from records in the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. 


The findings are undergoing 
tabulation, county by county, and 
in several size levels. Pennsylvania 
librarians are assured at least of a 
complete picture of their libraries 
at present. 

The evaluation which is emerging 
of course identified both strong and 
weak points. At first glance the 
weaknesses seem overwhelming, 
ranging from the government of li- 
braries, through financial support, 
to problems of staff and resources. 
Yet there are strong points, experi- 
ments are going on which point the 
way forward, and the State has cer- 


tain assets as it seeks to build up 
this part of its educational struc- 
ture. 


Now comes the hard work of in- 
terpretation and planning. This is 
being done in close association 
with the sub-committee of the Li- 
brary Development Committee of 
PLA appointed to advise on the 
Survey. Committee members have 
been studying case reports on select- 
within the State. Stand-

which will set the level of service 
needed in Pennsylvania, with at- 
tention to local libraries to be con- 
venient to all people in the State, 
central units of library systems 
available in sections of the State, 
and the specialized services and re- 
sources to be provided in one or 
several major centers. 


Neither surveyors nor committee 
members are ready as yet to go on 
record concerning the final plan, 
but necessary and feasible develop- 
ments are coming out of the data 
and_ discussions. Pennsylvania 
should shortly have a new program 
to guide the growth of library ser- 
vice.

Executive Board Meeting 


The Executive Board met in the 
Harrisburg Public Library on April 
14 at 10:00 A.M. 

Mazie Ziegler, reporting for the 
Children’s, Young People’s and 
School Libraries Section, stated that 
a regional meeting is being planned 
and that a Pennsylvania _bibliog- 
raphy has been started. 

Margretta Elder, County Libraries 
Section, reported that a County Li- 
brarian’s Workshop will be held at 
the Pennsylvania State University 
on June 20 and 21. The complete 
program is printed elsewhere in the 
Bulletin. 

Chapter Chairmen reported the 
following Spring Meetings: South- 
west District on May 8 at which 
Agnes Krarup will represent PLA; 
Four County Library Club in Sha- 
ron, May 7; Juniata District at 
Bellwood, May 17; Northeastern 
District at Wilkes-Barre, April 26; 
Lehigh Valley at Bethlehem, May 
9; College Section as part of the 
Northeastern District meeting April 
26; South Central District at York, 
April 26; West Branch Section at 
Lewisburg Federal Penitentiary Li- 
brary, April 26; Northwest District 
at Bradford, May 10, at which Mrs. 
Coyle will represent PLA; and the 
Philadelphia District at Norristown, 
May 21. The question of relocating 
districts will be discussed with the 
chapters at their spring meetings, 
and the State Library Extension Di- 
vision will make some recommenda- 
tions after studying the problem. 

Ralph McComb, ALA Councilor, 
reported on the Midwinter Meeting, 
at which By-Laws regarding Chap- 
ter alternates were discussed.

The Board decided to con- 
tinue giving the specified amount in 
the budget for the support of the 
Washington Office for the time 


being and further study the situa- 
tion. 

The Audio Visual Committee 
will release a list of films available 
in the fall. 

The Auditor’s Report is printed 
elsewhere in the Bulletin. 

Anne Skoog, Bulletin editor, re- 
ported that the size of the Bulletin 
would have to be reduced because 
of limits of the budget. The budget 
for the Bulletin was increased to 
$1600 to allow for increased costs, 

Vivian Drake reported that the 
Certification and Standards Com- 
mittee has received three applica- 
tions for certification; the Board ad- 
vised her that the Committee has 
the authority to issue certification 
to these applicants. 

Mrs. Daub brought up several 
points to be considered in the re 
vision of the constitution. Agnes 
Krarup suggested the election of 
more directors and that the com- 
mittee bring some positive recom- 
mendations to the Board. Mrs. 
Daub was instructed by the Presi- 
dent to do so. 

A list of all Friends of the Library 
groups is being prepared and a re- 
port of the workshop held at the 
Bedford Springs Conference is being 
sent out. 

Agnes Krarup, Chairman of the 
Library Development Committee, 
reported that the goals adopted by 
the Association had been publish 
ed; copies can be obtained from 
Miss Krarup for all chapter meet 
ings. The Legislative Sub-Commit- 
tee of the Library Development 
Committee, headed by Mrs. Frank- 
enfield, is studying some of the 
good state legislation passed in other 
states in order to get a basis for 
recommendations for Pennsylvania. 

The Membership Committee has 
sent applications for membership 
to all Chapter Chairmen and will 
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place a real emphasis on member- 
ship in PLA at the meetings. 

The Nominating Committee re- 
port is printed elsewhere in the 
Bulletin. 

Dr. Lowell Martin gave the Board 
a progress report on the Survey, 
noted elsewhere in the Bulletin. 

Dan Healey presented a job de- 
scription for an Executive Secre- 
tary. The remuneration was estab- 
lished at an hourly rate of $1.50 for 
20 hours a week from September 1- 
December 31, 1958, and this item 
was added to the budget. The 
Board empowered the Committee 
to employ an Executive Secretary 
to serve from September 1-Decem- 
ber 31, 1958. 

The consensus on National Li- 
brary Week was that a State Citi- 
zen’s Committee was the only one 
necessary and that in the future the 
Librarian’s Committee be elimina- 
ted. Ralph Blasingame stated that 
in the overall picture National Li- 
brary Week was successful.

Books on Pennsylvania are prob- 
ably now being written by more 
persons than ever before. To keep 
a record of the new ones as well as 
the old standard publications has 
been a problem and to help to- 
ward solving it a new edition of a 
former well known source is a wel- 
come contribution. 

Pennsylvania history is now 
taught in public schools and most 
of the colleges, which alone ac- 
counts for a tremendous demand 
on the resources of most libraries. 
This husky volume of 700 pages of 
references to a great variety of sub- 
jects on this state will provide li- 
braries and schools with an excel- 
lent guide to an evaluation of their 
own collection. The term history 
has been used in a broad sense and 
here will be found sections devoted 
to religion, labor, culture, agricul- 
ture and transportation. 

This extensive list of references 
is the result of the findings and 
recommendations of well-known 
authorities of history. Mr. Wilkin- 
son, the chief compiler, and Mr. 
Stevens, the editor, give much credit 
to the valuable assistance provided 
by others who were well informed 
in their fields. This book is the 
outstanding reference publication 
on Pennsylvania for 1957. The ar- 
rangement of a list of about 10,000 
items was no doubt one of the 
problems to be met and the editors 
have followed the accepted form of 
numbering each item and then in 
the index provide a subject with a 
reference to each number. The 


-listing of the author first for a 
Magazine or journal reference could 
be questioned as the desirable form. 
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This list does not include manu- 
script materials, early almanacs, or 
maps. A great service has been 
provided by this publication for all 
libraries and schools in this state.
